I 
Indianapolis, J u ly 3.—The result of 
the Marion county legislative conven­ 
tion is b eing hailed b y some politicians 
as a Beveridge victory and a defeat for 
the Fairb anks-Hemenway crowd in lo-’ 
eal politics. 
It is true in the sense 
that Linton Cox, the successful eandi- j 
date, had the b acking of Senator Bev­ 
eridge’s lieutenants and also that Wm. 
Bosson, who was defeated, has posed 
as the original Hemenway man here. 
It was not a Hemenway defeat, how­ 
ever, as the b ig guns of the Hemen- 
way-Fairb anks machine were not very 
active in Bosson’s b ehalf. 
In fact, it 
is said that he b ecame a candidate 
without b eing urged b y them and 
somewhat 
against 
their 
judgment. 
“Big C hief’ Kealing. who was counted 
on to manage Bosson’s campaign, was 
in W ashington most of the time while 
the fight was hottest. 
He was not 
here for the primaries or the conven­ 
tion. 
The defeat of Bosson was due 
to Captain Harry New’s efforts more 
than to anything else, as he had a 
grievance with him dating b ack two 
years, w'hen Bosson headed the In­ 
dianapolis delegation that turned New 
down and voted for Hemenway for 
senator. 
It is said that New’ made up 
his mind then 
that Bosson 
should 
never have another office in Marion 
county and so far he has kept his 
word, as since then Bosson has b een 
defeated for district chairm an and 
state senator. 
Cox. the nominee, is 
very friendly to Senator Hemenway 
and will vote for his re-election. 


The Democrats may b e later than 
usual in completing their congression­ 
al nominations this year. 
In some of 
the districts they do not seem to have 
recovered from the landslide, and it 
may b e difficult in certain instances to 
get men willing to accept places on 
the ticket. 
The First, Fourth, Fifth, 
Seventh, Ninth, Tenth and Thirteenth 
have not made their nominations. 
In 
three, at least, however, the work of 
the convention can b e predicted with 
certainty, as the program has already 
b een outlined. 
Major Gustavus G. 
Menzles of Mt. Vernon will b e renom ­ 
inated in the First and many politi­ 
cians. regardless of party, b elieve he 
will stand an excellent show of win­ 
ning at the general election. 
The 
Fourth district will renominate Con­ 
gressman Lincoln Dixon of North Ver­ 
non. who is now serving his first term. 
There will b e no other candidates. 
The Fifth district nomination will b e 
tendered unanimously to Claude Bow­ 
ers, a young new spaper man at T erre 
Haute, who made the race two years 
ago. 
There are no candidates in this 
district. 
Congressman O verstreet al­ 
ways has b een a strong candidate for 
the Repub licans and was carried in 
b y the landslide b y a majority of near 
ly 15,000. 
None of the prominent 
Democrats who are congressional tim ­ 
b er like the idea of going against such 
heavy odds. 
The name of William V. 
Rooker, an attorney, is mentioned, b ut 
he Is not a candidate. 
It is said that 
Edgar A. Perkins, president of the 
State Federation of Lab or, would b e 
willing to accept the nomination.

Taw ney, chairm an of the house com­ 
m ittee on appropriations, has prepared 
a detailed statem ent concerning the 
appropriations for the next fiscal year 
b eginning JUly 1, 1906, made b y con 
gress during the session just closed, 
in which he claims that the percapita 
cost of government in 
the 
United 
States, including federal and state, is 
less than that in any European coun­ 
try. 
Mr. Tawney enters upon an analysis 
to show the various channels into 
which the total appropriation of $880.- 
183,301 will b e diverted. 
He b egins 
b y deducting $139.45G,415 provided for 
the sinking fund of the Panam a canal, 
etc., showing that the real appropria­ 
tion for the conduct of the government 
for the fiscal year is $740,726,886. 
To 
meet this demand he estim ates that 
the totaL-revenues (customs, internal 
and portal) will b e $781,573,364. 
The appropriations as made in the 
various supply b ills are as follows: 
Agriculture, $9.932,940; army. $71.817,- 
165; diplomatic and consular, $3.091,- 
094; District of Columb ia. $10.138,692; 
fortifications, $5.053,993; Indians, $9,- 
260,400; legislative, etc.. $29,741,019; 
military academy, 
$1,664,708¿ navy, 
$102,071.650: 
pension, 
$140.245,500; 
postoffice, $193,695.999: sundry civil,

Mr. Tawney comments a« follow’s on 
the 
volume of the 
appropriations: 
“ While the expenditures of our gov­ 
ernm ent are constantly increasing and 
while the appropriations m a le there­ 
for b y congress are in the aggregate 
very large, yet when we take into con­ 
sideration the marvelous r • th of the 
country, the extent to which the peo­ 
ple demand that the federal govern­ 
ment 
shall 
perform 
services 
that 
should b e paid b y the states, none b ut 
the unthinking or misguided who do 
not stop to consider the care with 
which the estim ates for appropriations 
for pub lic service are scrutinized b y 
the several committees having juris­ 
diction of appropriation b ills, can find 
any reason to criticise appropriations 
made during this session of congress.” 


The Minority’s Statement. 
In a statem ent made for the Demo­ 
cratic minority. Representative Liv­ 
ingstone makes a comparison of the 
expeditures provided for b y this con­ 
gress, $880.183.301, with the expedi­ 
tures of 1898, the first year of Presi­ 
dent McKinley’s administration, when 
the figures were $528.735.079. a dif­ 
ference of $351.448,222. 
Commenting 
on this showing he says: 
“This growth in appropriations sus­ 
tains the contention that the Repub li­ 
can party stands for extravagance in 
pub lic expenditures in order to urge 
that extravagance as a cloak for their 
more ob jectionab le purpose of main­ 
taining a high protective tariff to fa­ 
vor the trust comb inations of manufac­ 
turers of the country. 
“A reduction of expenditures, they 
well know’, would compel a commen­ 
surate reduction in taxation, and to 
that extent a lowering of the Chinese 
wall of protection that now surrounds 
the great b ody of consumers, who con­ 
stitute the larger portion of our pop­ 
ulation and compel trib ute from them 
to the favored classes. 
“Much of this extravagance grows 
out of the practice prevailing with the 
present administra! ion of appointing 
commissions 
to

congress 
ought to do and what congressmen 
are elected for and paid for. thus dele­ 
gating the powers constitutionally b e­ 
longing to congress to others who have 
no particular relations with or respon- 


L’b lliJes to the pub lic and do not ren­ 
der an aecour.t c j to the taxpayers of 
this country." 
To afford an idea of the magnitude 
of this year’s appropriations. Mr. Liv- 
ingtcne says: 
“Our corn crop of 
1899, valued at $828,192,388, could have 
b een paid for with the total appropria­ 
tions made at this session, and a few 
millions to spare.”
